Applicant respectfully petitions for a suspension of action under 37 C.F.R. 
§ 1.103(a) for the above referenced application. This petition is presented in a separate 
paper from the CPA filed in the above referenced application and is accompanied by the 
petition fee set forth in 37 C.F.R. §1.1 7(h). Applicant requests a six month suspension of 
action. 

Statement of reasons supporting petition for suspension. 

In an Advisory Action mailed June 11, 2002, the Examiner indicated that 
the currently pending claims 1-5 needed to be limited to the plant seeds deposited at the 
Budapest Treaty International Depository on March 27, 2002. These seeds are directed 
to the progeny of a cross of four different parental strains and the seeds produce wheat 
plants whose seeds have a high amylose content. Applicant's invention is any wheat 
plant whose seeds have a high amylose content which result from a cross of four 
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particular parental strains. The Examiner, in a telephone interview, has required that 
Applicant must deposit seeds of the parental strains in a designated international 
depository in order to comply with the enablement requirement for crossing the parental 
strains. Applicant will need at least 6 months to produce the required number of seeds of 
each of the parental strains as required by the Examiner.
